The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: In claims 1 , lines 7-9; the phrase "at least two independent cooling 

circuits each of the at least two independent cooling circuits couple to the cold producing device so as to supply", there is no such 

limitations disclosures in the specification and on the drawings. Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office 
Action.
